ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21st May , 1965, 
G . S . R . 761. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1965 ( 10 of 1955 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Madras Coarse Grains ( Export Control ) 
Order, 1864 , namely : 

1. This Order may be called the Madras Coarse Grains (Export Control ) 
Amendment Order , 1985 . 

2 . In the Madras Coarse Grains ( Export Control) Order , 1964, after clause 5 . 
the following clause shall be inserted , namely : -- - 

“ 6 . Establishment of checkeposts or barriers and inspection of coarse grain 
while in transit . - ( 1 ) With a view to preventing the smuggling of any coarse 
grain or to ensure the proper enforcement of this Order , the State Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette , direct the setting up of checkposts or 
the erection of barriers or both , at such place or places as may be specified in the 
notification . 
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( 2 ) At every checkpost or barrier specified under sub - clause ( 1 ) , when so re 
quired by the officer in charge of the checkpost or barrier , as the case may be, or 
at any other place, when so required by any other officer empowered by the State 
Government in this behalf , the driver or any other person in charge of any goods 
vehicle or boat ( in which the officer in charge of the checkpost or barrier or such 
other officer has reason to believe that any coarse grain is kept) shall stop the 
vehicle or the boat, as the case may be , and keep it stationary as long as may 
reasonably be necessary and allow the officer in charge of the checkpost or barrier 
or such other officer to examine the contents of the vehicle or boat and 129fect all 
records relating to the coarse grain which miy be in the possession or cuziody of 
such driver or other person in charge . 

( 3 ) When any action is taken under sub - clause ( 2 ) , the driver or any other 
person in charge of the vehicle or boat shall, if so required by the oficer in charge 
of the checkpost or barrier or such other officer , give his name and address and 
the name and address of the owner of the vehicle or boat and the full particulal s 
of the owner of the coarse grain found in the vehicle or boat. 

( 4 ) If any coarse grain which is under transport by a goods vehicle or boat is 
not covered by a permit issued by a competent authority , the officer in charge of 
the checkpost or the barrier or such other officer shall have power to seize the 
coarse grain and the provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1898 ( 5 of 1898 ) , shall, so far as may be, apply to such seizure." .
